Washington, Jan. 5.—The supreme 


court today declared constitutional sec- 
tions 04 the Volstead prohibition en 
forcement act prohibiting the manufac 
ture and sale of "beer, wine or other 
intoxicating 
malt or vinous liquors" 


containing one half of one per cent or 
more of alcohol. • 
- Beer containing 2.75 per cent of al 
cohol is iliegal under the war time pro- 
hibition act, the supreme court decided 
today; 
Dismissal by the lower court in New 


York of injunction proceedings brought 
to restrain government officials from 
interfering with Jacob Ruppert, a 
brewer, in th'e manufacture of beer con- 
taining approximately 2.75 per cent al- 
cohol but alleged to be non intoxicating 
was 'sustained! 
'The court divided five to four, asso- 


ciate. Justices Day, Van Venor, McRey- 
noIds and Clarke dissenting. 


Under the war emergercy congress 
has a right to 'Stop immediately the 
sale of intoxicating liquor, the court 
held- 
Associate justice Brandeis, who ren- 
dered the opinion of the court said the 
right of congress to suppress the liquor 
traffic- was not an implied .{tower but a 
power of expressedly granted. 
•Justice McReynoIds in a dissenting 


opinion said that the 18th amendment 
had not yet come into effect and that 
tile federal government had no gen- 
etifcl power to prohibit the manufacture 
and sale of liquor. 
Justice' McReynoIds took the position 
thai' the war .emergency under which 
national prohibition was made effect- 
ive had passed.

(Continued From Pa** 1» 
proposed by President Wilson, which 
called for an immediate increase of 14 
per cent. The original demands of the 
miners called for an increase of 60 per 
cent in wages. 
At the time the acceptance.was made, 


the report continues, it was pointed out 
to the miners' leaders that the strike 
had passed from a more controversy 
between operators and miners over a 
duestion of wages, to an issue between 
the supremacy of law, and the ablltiy of 
the government to enforce its mandates 
and decrees.^ 
"In other -*-ords. it was no longer a 
controversy between employer and em 
ploye. but instead a test between the 
strength of a group of working men 
and the government itself."
